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REPORT. 



The Castle Museum Committee having completed the first 
year of their management of the Museum, in the course of 
which the collections at the Old Museum, in St. Andrew's 
Street, have been transferred to the buildings prepared for 
them at the Castle, and the Castle Museum opened to the public 
vunder circumstances which will make the event memorable in 
the annals of the City, believe that some account of their pro- 
ceedings will be expected from them, and that it is desirable 
such account should now be rendered to the Council. 

The existence of the Committee dates from March 21st 
1898, when it was appointed by the Council under the 
^authority of the Public Libraries Act of 1892, on the recom- 
mendation of a Committee known as the " Special Castle 
Museum Committee," whose duty it was to make arrangements 
and to advise the Council on the occasion of a modification of the 
original Castle Museum Scheme caused by the exhaustion of the 
funds at the disposal of the Castle Museum Trustees. By this 
modification the lease of the Castle, which had been granted 
to the Trustees for seven years from September 29th, 1889, 
was surrendered by them, and the Council were asked to supply 
the specimen cases at the Castle and to remove the collections 
.of the Museum to them. 
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The Committee at first consisted of the two Members of 
Parliament for the City, ten members of the Council, and ten 
representatives of the Norfolk and Norwich Museum ; but it 
was provided that at, and after, the next election the Mayor 
of the year should not, as in 1893, be included in the ten 
representatives of the Council, but should be a member of 
the Committee in addition to that number. 

Until November 9th, when the term of their office ex- 
pired, the work of the first Castle Museum Committee was 
entirely of a preparatory character. That is to say, they 
continued the work before carried on by the Castle Museum 
Trustees. This last-named body had handed over the Castle 
and its adjoining buildings structurally complete but entirely 
unfurnished, and one of the earliest acts of the Committee was 
to invite tenders for specimen cases, beginning with those which 
line the walls of the various blocks of buildings. 

The Committee took formal possession of the Castle on 
March 28th 1898, and on April 7th of the same year the 
tenders for the wall cases were opened. 

Although the Committee would gladly have availed them- 
selves throughout the work of the services of local tradesmen, 
they felt, that in justice to the subscribers to the Castle Museum 
Fund, to the Shareholders in the Museum, and to the Rate- 
payers of Norwich, this could only be done on condition tbat 
the quality of the work should be fully equal to their require- 
ments. They therefore took such steps as were open to them to 
ascertain, where the lowness of the tender made it a matter for 
enquiry, that the person or firm tendering was able to furnish 
well-seasoned materials and to work with such appliances as 
the best workmen of the present time find necessary. They 
also felt bound to throw open the competition to all comers. 
The result was that the lowest tender was sent in by Mr. 
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Hftwes of this City, and, his guarantees of efficiency being satis- 
factory, the Committee recommended his tender to the Council 
for acceptance. 

At the close of the first year, ending November 9th 1893, 
the original members of the Committee were re-elected by the 
Council. 

One of the last acts of the first elected Committee had 
been to suggest to the Committee of the Norfolk and Norwich 
Museum that an early closing oi the Museum would perhaps 
be desirable, in order that preparations for removal might be 
going on, and no delay arise when the Castle should be ready 
for the reception of the collections. The Museum Committee 
replied that until the time for the removal of specimens 
arrived little could be done in the way of preparation, and 
they recommended a transfer of management to facilitate the 
working of the Institution/ Their own financial year ending 
on December 31st, they suggested that the Castle Museum 
Committee should take over the management from that time. 
The Council approved the suggestion, and the Castle Museum 
Committee of 1898-4, took over the management accordingly on 
January 1st, 1894, retaining the Staff of the Museum as then 
existing. 

From January 1st until August 4th the Museum was 
opened to the public on every day of the week except Sunday. 
The number of visitors did not, however, show signs of in- 
creasing ; nor is this to be wondered at, for no additional 
attraction was offered, nor was it worth while to go to the 
further expense of evening admissions in the old building. 

In February 1894 tenders were received for table oases. 
The lowest sent in was that of Mr. Dart, of Crediton. His 
testimonials were of a high character, and the Committee 
therefore recommended the Council to accept his tender. 
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The offer of the East Anglian Art Society to present 
their whole collection of pictures and other works of art to 
the Museum, was in Hay recommended by the Committee to- 
the Council for acceptance. This valuable and most accept- 
able gift at once altered the position of affairs with regard to 
the Picture Gallery, enabling the Museum to be opened 
without borrowed pictures, and also with a collection of work* 
of what is known as the " Norwich School " of painters. It 
had been the object of the East Anglian Art Society to bring 
together permanently in the City a representative collection of 
this local School, and the Castle Museum Committee, earnestly 
hope that the work, so well begun by the Society, will con- 
tinue to prosper. TJiey feel that the possession of a Picture 
Gallery, the property of the citizens, should greatly aid it. 

Although rather out of the order of date, it seems better 
here to mention the noble addition made to the group of local 
pictures by the gift by Mr. J. J. Colman, M.P., of Joseph 
Stannard's "Thorpe Water Frolic," as well as the very 
acceptable addition to the portraits of benefactors in that of 
the late Mr. John Gurney (whose munificent offer of £5,000 
inaugurated the Castle Museum Scheme), presented by Mrs. 
Gurney. 

The Committee have also to record an offer which, it is 
almost needless to say, they accepted with their thanks, from 
the Rev. W. Hudson, to help in the arrangement in the new 
Muniment Room at the Castle of the various documents 
belonging to the Corporation ; and also, to accompany the 
Architect, Mr. Boardman, to London, to inspect the Record 
Office and other similar places for this purpose. 

The actual removal of the Museum collections began on 
July 9th, 1894. Sub-Committees (including Mr. Gurney, 
Mr. Geldart, Mr. Southwell and Mr. Harmer for the depart- 
ments of Natural History and Geology), were appointed to 
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superintend the removal, whioh was effected under the im- 
mediate direction of the Curator, Mr. Reeve. To him the Com- 
mittee and the City are indebted for most effioient arrange- 
ments, and for a very effective display of the specimens placed 
in the eases. He spared neither time nor trouble in the work, 
which, from his intimate knowledge of the collections, could 
have been carried out so well by no one else. In the Geological 
Department further help was desired, and the assistance of Mr. 
E. T. Newton, of the Jermyn Street Museum, was obtained. 
To Mr. Reeve was also entrusted the banging of the piotures. 
For this task he was also well qualified, not only by general 
knowledge of art, bat by special knowledge of the Norwich 
School of Painting ; to which may be added his connection 
with the East Anglian Art Society as Honorary Secretary. The 
specimens in the Museum were removed on trajs placed in 
light vans, so that the danger from packing was avoided ; and 
the Committee are glad to be able to say that no injury was 
sustained by the specimens during the transfer. Mr. Howard 
was employed in this work. 

The classification and disposal of the specimens in the 
new cases caused the Committee considerable anxiety. 
Whatever may be the final arrangement — if in such a matter 
any oan be called final — that with which the Castle Museum 
opened is, the Committee believe, satisfactory at present. In 
the department of Ornithology the classification adopted for 
the British Birds was that of the " Ibis " List. For the Rap- 
torial Birds that of the late Mr. John Henry Gurney, as 
corrected and approved by him within a few months of his 
decease. For the Foreign Birds that of Mivart. In the 
department of Fiehes that of Yarrell. For the Mammalia 
and Reptilia that adopted by Dr. Sclater for the Zoological 
Society of Ijondon. For British Shells the system of Gwyn 
Jeffres. For Foreign Shells that adopted by Dr. S. P. Wood- 
ward in his " Manual of the Mollusca." 
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la the department of Geology the classification was as 
follows : — On the north side of the Geological Boom were 
placed, as a temporary arrangement, the Fossils from the older 
formations, ending with Chalk and London Olay. On the 
south side were arranged the mammalian remains from the 
Norfolk Forest Bed and Post Glacial formations. In the 
table cases in the centre of this room the same arrangement 
was continued, ending with the Norwich Orag series. 

In the " Fitch " Boom the series begins with the 
great collection of Palaeolithic and Neolithic Implements, 
passing on to the Ancient British, Boman, Saxon, and Mediaeval 
Antiquities. 

In the gallery on the north side of the Keep the same 
order is observed ; but this part of the series is necessarily 
incomplete at present, as also are the Ethnological collections 
on the south side of the Keep. 

On July 13th, it was resolved to open the Castle 
Museum in October, and the Mayor (Sir Peter Eade) was 
asked by the Committee to request the presence of some 
member of the Boyal Family on the occasion. His Royal 
Bighnessthe Duke of York graciously consented to be present, 
accompanied by Her Boyal Highness the Duchess of York, 
and to open the Museum on October 23rd. A Committee 
was immediately appointed to make the necessary pre- 
parations for the reception of their Boyal Highnesses ; and a 
joint Committee for the decoration of the streets was also 
formed from the Castle Museum and Executive Committees. 

To the Mayor the Committee granted the use of the Castle 
on the days of tbe Opening Ceremony and of his own Beoeption 
of the Citizens which followed it ; for the Beception, 
originally intended to have been held in the evening of the 
day of opening, was postponed by him until the next evening 
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to avoid all risk of accident from carriages in the crowded 
streets. To Sir Peter Eade the city is greatly indebted for 
the completeness of the arrangements on both occasions. 

The issuing of invitations for the Opening Ceremony in 
the Keep was a matter of some difficulty, the number of 
persons having a claim to be present being large, and the- 
space available for the general public after their claims were 
satisfied not being so great as might be expected. The Com- 
mittee adopted the principle of first inviting those whose 
claim was distinct and would be universally recognised, viz. 
the members of the Corporation of Norwich, the 
Subscribers to the Castle Museum Fund and the Share- 
holders of the Norfolk and Norwich Museum. The Sub- 
scribers to the East Anglian Art Society were next invited. 
The rest of the admissions were distributed in a manner to> 
make the gathering a representative one, as far as possible* 
both for the city and county. 

On October 23rd, their Boyal Highnesses were received 
at the Entrance Hall of the Castle by the Mayor and 
Mayoress, the Sheriff of Norwich, the High Sheriff of 
Norfolk, and Lord Walsingham, Chairman of the Castle 
Museum Trustees. Theie were also present the Duke of 
Norfolk, the Countess of Leicester, the Earl of Albe- 
marle, Lord Suffield, Lord and Lady Hastings, Lord Amherst 
and the Hon. Miss Amherst, the Lord Bishop of the Diocese 
and Mrs. Sheepshanks, the Dean of Norwich, the Recorder of 
Norwich, the Town Clerk, Mr. S. Hoare, M.P. and Mrs. 
Hoare, Mr. J. J. Colman, M.P. and Mrs. Coiman, Sir Francis 
and Lady Boileau, Sir Harry and Lady Builard, General Carr 
Glynn, the General commanding the District; Colonel Perry, 
commanding the Troops; Colonel Lawrence, 1st Dragoon 
Guards ; Mr. and Mrs. Gurney Buxton, Mr. Nigel Gurney, 
Mrs. Pym, and the following members of the Reception 
Committee : viz., Mr. Wild, Vice-chairman of the Castle 
Museum Committee, and of the Castle Museum Trustees, 
Mr. Oilman, Mr. Hackblock, Mr. White, and Mr. Eaton.

The Lord Lieutenant of the County, and the ex-Mayor 
<Mr. A. R. Chamberlin) were unable to be present from 
illness. 



On a dais erected on the south side of the Keep their Royal 
Highnesses received the address of welcome from the 
Corporation of Norwich, and H.R.H. the Duke of York read 
his reply. Here, too, after having been conducted through 
the Galleries of the Museum, the Duke accepted from the 
Mayor a gold key as a symbol and memorial of the event of 
the day, and declared the Castle Museum open, at the same 
time expressing his good wishes for its prosperity. 

A luncheon was given by the Mayor in the Picture Gallery 
to the Royal Visitors, to which many distinguished guests were 
invited. Among those present may be mentioned the Duke 
of Norfolk, the Countess of Leicester, the Earl of Albemarle, 
Lord Walsingham, the High Sheriff of Norfolk, the 
Sheriff of Norwich, the Lord Bishop of the Diocese, 
the Dean of Norwich, the Members of Parliament 
for the City, Lord Suffield, Lord and Lady Hastings, 
Lord Amherst, Sir John Lubbock, Sir William Flower, 
and Mr. Nigel Gurney. After the Luncheon, His Royal 
Highness in response to the toast of his health and that 
of the Duchess and other members of the Royal Family, proposed 
the following toast : — '* Prosperity to the Ancient and Loyal 
City of Norwich, and a long career of usefulness to the Castle 
Museum, and may it always be worthy of the City and County 
to which it belongs," coupling with the toast the name of the 
Mayor. 

Their Royal Highnesses having entered their names in the 
visitors' book, left the Castle conducted by the Mayor and 
Mayoress. 
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On the evening of October 28rd, the Castle was most 
picturesquely illuminated under the direction of the City 
Engineer, by means of coloured fires at its base and on its 
battlements. 

On the evening of the next day, October 24th, the whole 
of the galleries of the Museum were thrown open to the 
guests invited by the Mayor ; when a very brilliant scene was 
witnessed by those who had the good fortune to be present. 
On this occasion the arrangements both within and without 
the Castle were planned with great care, and were admirably 
successful ; the difficulty of bringing a large company to and 
from the Castle in carriages at night being very happily over- 
come. 

On October 26th the Castle Museum was first opened to 
the general public, and special provision was made for their 
admission, as it was thought the numbers would be large. 
Turnstiles were placed at the entrance, and recorded on Octo- 
ber 26th in the day time 2,808 admissions, and at night 1,973. 
On October 27th in the day the number recorded was 2,962, 
in the evening 4,216. 

On Monday, October 29th, the Museum was opened 
without special provision for numbers, and has so continued 
since. The hours of admission decided on for the winter 
months were from 10 a.m. till 4 p.m., and on the evenings of 
Monday and Thursday in each week from 7 till 9. On the 
first two special days one hour more had been allowed at 
night, the Museum not being closed until 10. The admissions 
on October 29th, the first ordinary day, were, from 10 till 4, 
2,559, and from 7 till 9, 2,718 ; making a total for the first 
three days of 16,786. 

On removing to the Castle it was found necessary to 
increase the Staff, and four additional assistants have been 
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engaged. The total increase of cost for salaries at the 
end of the year being at the rate of £284 per annum. 

On November 9th the term of office of the Castle Museum 
Committee expired, but the members were again re-elected. 

A complete list of donations received between January 1st 
and December 81st, 1894 accompanies this Report, but 
among those of special interest and value may be mentioned 
the following : — 

Twenty-four birds' skins from 8amoa : presented by 
Bazett Haggard, Esq. Fifteen birds' skins and fourteen 
species of birds' eggs from Victoria, Australia ; collected by 
the donor, W. H. M. Andrews, Esq. Two species of birds of 
prey, new to the collection, viz., Scops Sibutu, from Sibutu 
Island in the Philippine group ; and Buteo galapagensis, 
from Galapagos Island, N. Pacific ; from the High Sheriff^ 
J. H. Gurney, Esq. Buteo Krideri, from Minnesota, shot 
in 1872, and presented by Dr. A. C. Stark ; and Tinnunculus 
alopex, from Central Africa; obtained in exchange with 
Dr. Giglioli ; both also new to the same department. 

Six specimens of the Kakapo (Stringops habroptilus), 
from New Zealand, mounted in a glazed case to illustrate 
the terrestrial habits of the species; presented by Alfred 
Haldinstein, Esq. Three specimens of the Kea (Nestor 
notabilis), from New Zealand, also mounted in a glazed case, 
and represented in the act of attacking a dead sheep, in order 
to illustrate its carnivorous habits ; presented by Louis. 
J. Tillett, Esq.

and poesie gold rings, ecclesiastical seals, silver fillagree plates, 
silver posset cups, ivory carvings and casket, etuis, Elizabethan 
hawking purse, various specimens of English and Foreign 
china and pottery, an oak chest, carvings, cheese pressor ; 
autographs ; and a library of books relating to geology and 
archaeology. These have all been arranged in the handsome 
cases furnished by the donor, Mr. Fitch.

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The first matter of importance dealt with in the year 
1895 was the advisability of the Sunday opening of the 
Museum. This question had been referred to the Castle 
Museum Committee by the Town Council at their meeting on 
December 18th, 1894. 

After deliberation, it was arranged, with the approval of 
the Council, that the Museum should be opened to the public, 
as an experiment, from Sunday, April 7th, until the end of 
September ; the hours being from 2.30 p.m. to 5 p.m. 

Turnstiles were placed in the Entrance Hall and a register 
of admissions was regularly kept from April 7th onwards. 
By means of this register the Committee are able to give 
the following information as to the result of this experiment. 

There were on April 7th — the first Sunday on which the 
Museum had ever been opened to the public — 565 visitors. 
The numbers varied considerably as time went on, being 
larger in September than in any former month. This 
determined the Committee not to limit the opening 
to the period first decided on, so that, in fact, the 
Sunday opening was continued to the end of 1895; beyond 
which time this Report does not extend. The most popular

month was December, when the turnstiles recorded 5205 
visitors ; there being over 1,000 on each of the five Sunday* 
in that month. The least popular month was July, when the 
number recorded was 2,002. During the whole period from 
April 7th to the end of the year the number of Sunday 
visitors ranged from 435 on July 21st to 1,109 on November 
24th; and the total number of visitors for the whole 3J> 
Sundays was 30,700 ; giving an average of about 787 persons- 
per Sunday. 

The majority of those who availed themselves of these* 
opportunities for visiting the Museum were, as perhaps might 
be expected, young people, and of the artisan class ; their 
behaviour was orderly. So far, therefore, as success can be 
measured in such a matter by the numbers, class, and 
behaviour of the visitors the experiment was successful. 

The cost of the Sunday Opening was trifling, and the 
small amount of labour involved was of the lightest 
description. 

It will perhaps be better in this place to complete the 
account of attendances as recorded by the turnstiles. Without 
going into minute details the following statement may be of 
interest : —

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On the week-days, also, there was a considerable differ- 
ence in the number of attendances in the various months and 
on diflerent days. The range as to days being from 10 
visitors on Friday, December 13th, when a charge was made 
for admission, to 5,046 on Easter Monday, April 1 5th, a free 
day and a Bank Holiday. On the other Bank Holidays, viz., 
Whit-Monday and Monday, August 5th, the numbers were — 
On Whit-Monday 1,673 and on August 5th 2,139. Among 
the months, November shows the lowest register, the number 
of visitors being 9,554, and August the highest, when the 
number reached 29,013. 

The attendances on the days on which a charge was 
made, beginning Tuesday, May 21st, ranged from 10 visitors 
on Friday, December 13th, to 682 on Friday, November 
22nd ; but it must not be overlooked that this was one of the 
days of the annual Fat Cattle Show in Norwich, and that the 
number was therefore, no doubt, exceptionally large. 

The evening attendances — which were always free — 
ranged from 91 on Thursday, November 7th, to 429 on 
Thursday, April 18th. 

The averages (omitting fractions) are as follows : — 

For 1 63 free week days, not including evenings 612 

For 30 evenings of those days ... ... 228 

Or, taking mornings and evenings together, for

The amount taken by December 31st from payments for 
admission was £117 13s. 
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By May 20th the arrangements in the basement of the 
Keep were sufficiently complete to allow of the whole Castle 
being shewn, and it was decided to admit visitors both to this 
part of the building and also to the battlements, by payment 
only ; neither of these places being strictly included in the 
Museum, nor suited to exhibition without an attendant. The 
charge was fixed at sixpence per head, with a reduction in the 
case of schools and societies. The number of daily visitors to 
these parts of the Castle to the end of 1895 ranged from 1 to 
178, beginning on May 20th with 3 persons. The total 
number to the end of the year amounted to 5931 . The lowest 
number recorded for any month was in May, when there were 
96, and the highest in August, when there were 2201. The 
average for the 177 days from May 20th to December 31st, 
during which the battlements and basement were shewn, was 
about 33. The sum taken by December 31st in these 
additional payments amounted to £148 15s. 6d. 

With regard to the charge for admission to the Museum 
itself on certain week days, it should be mentioned that 
the number of free days required by the Norwich Corporation 
Act, 1889, is 250 in every year, and that this number of free 
days has been provided. The charge for admission was fixed 
at threepence per head, and the days on which this charge 
was made were chosen by th9 Council ; being Tuesday and 
Friday in each week. 

The objects of interest in the basement are : — The well; 
the remains of the massive walls of the dungeons ; the base of 
the wall which divided the Keep into two parts; and the bases 
of the columns which supported the vaulting over which was 
the great Banqueting Hall. There are also the ancient carv- 
ings on the walls, probably the work of prisoners, which are 
best seen in the dungeon at the south-east corner of the Keep. 
This dungeon, by the removal of a waterpipe and by the 
cutting through of part of a dividing wall, has been made 
available for the passage of visitors, and for the exhibition of 
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the gibbet-irons, manacles, and instruments of torture which 
had been preserved in the Castle. The series of phreno- 
logical casts, not altogether suitable for any other part 
of the Castle, have been placed near the entrance to this 
dungeon ; and in the northern half of the basement a large 
number of geological specimens, not wanted for exhibition in 
the Museum itself, have been placed in old cases, which have 
been retained and put to this use. 

Visitors are conducted to the battlements by the north- 
east stair, and are shewn the Grand Entrance in Bigod's Tower 
on the way. They descend by the south-west stair to the 
basement, and pass out through the dungeons to the Entrance 
Hall. 

Several specimen-cases have in the course of the year 
been added in the Keep. In these are placed the ethnological 
and a chseological objects of interest belonging to the 
Museum, which have been arranged with care and taste by 
the Curator and are now seen to much greater advantage than 
in the old Museum building. One of the most interesting 
collections exhibited on the archaeological side of the Keep is 
the group of relics of the Norwich Corporation pageantry, 
consisting of the dresses and swords of the Whifflers, and the 
dresses and banners of the Standard-bearers. " Snap " occupies 
a good place near this, collection, and above it are arranged 
a group of pikes taken from the Chartists in 1839. As there 
were a larger number of these pikes than were wanted here the 
Curator has arranged the remainder on the wall of the fire- 
engine house below the Fitch Room. 

In the course of the year an agreement has been entered 
into with Messrs. Jarrold for the publication by that firm of 
an official handbook to the Castle Museum. This guide book 
although published entirely at the cost and risk of Messrs. 
Jarrold, has the sanction of the Castle Museum Committee, 
who have the satisfaction of reporting that by the terms of 
their agreement the rights and interests of the Committee are 
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guarded, while security for the value of the work has been 
obtained by Messrs. Jarrold's choice of Mr. Southwell as 
editor, and writer of the larger part of the work. The book 
will be published in two sizes ; the complete edition, which is 
not yet ready ; and an abridgment, for which sixpence is 
charged, and which was issued to the public in September. 
The net amount received from the sale of this little book at 
the Castle to December 31st was £1 17s. 6d. 

To complete the account of money received, it may be 
added that £15 16s. 4d. was taken from the sale of old 
materials and from other sources, making, with the sums 
already mentioned, a total for 1 895, of £284 2s. 4d, in 
addition to the income from the Borough Fund. 

In consequence of the much lamented death ot the Mayor, 
Lieut.-Colonel Bignold, Sir Peter Eade who succeeded him 
in the office became again Chairman of the Castle Museum 
Committee. On September 25th his portrait, painted by Mr. 
Stanhope Forbes, A.R.A., was formally presented in the 
Picture Gallery by Lord Walsingham on behalf of the sub- 
scribers, and is now a permanent possession of the Castle 
Museum. The Committee are glad that they have on its 
walls portraits of so goodly a number of benefactors to the 
Museum in different stages of its history. 

The Church Congress having assembled in Norwich in 
October, the use of the Museum was granted to the Mayor for 
a Reception by him on the evening of October 11th of the 
members of the Congress. On this occasion a covered way 
was provided over the bridge, and the drive from Orford Street 
to the lodge gates was widened sufficiently for carriages to 
turn round at the gates, thus enabling the guests to assemble 
with greater ease, speed, and safety than when they were 
obliged to drive over the bridge to the Castle entrance. 
The arrangements for refreshments were excellent; a 
large marquee having been erected in the garden, 
stretching from the Geological to the Raptorial Gallery, and 
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communicating by the doorways 6f both these blocks and by 
that of the Picture Gallery with the whole range of buildings 
comprising the Museum at three widely separated points. 

This second brilliant Reception- given by Sir Peter Eade 
as Mayor of Norwich will be memorable in the annals of the 
Castle Museum. 

Among the donations of special interest received during 
the year 1895 may be mentioned : — 

Male and female specimens of the Himalayan Bear from 
India ; presented by Mrs. Petre of Westwick House. Speci- 
men of the Moufflon, or Wild Sheep, from Cyprus, brought 
over to this country and presented by Sir Henry Bulwer. Five 
specimens of Mammalia, including the Leopard ; from the 
Menagerie of Mr. E. H. Bastock, who presented them to the 
Museum. 

A specimen of the very rare New Zealand Laughing Owl, 
and egg ; Huia Bird, male and female, and many other rare 
and interesting species from New Zealand and Australia ; pre- 
sented by Sir Francis G. M. Boileau, Bart.; also two skins of 
the Victorian Lyre Bird, four species of Australian Mammals, 
and a collection of Ethnological Objects from Australia, New 
Zealand, and the South Sea Islands ; from the Trustees of the 
National Museum, Melbourne, through Sir Francis Boileau. 
Several rare birds of prey from Borneo, Madagascar, &c, 
including the Kufous-thighed Hawk ; a species new to the 
collection ; also eggs of ten species of foreign birds of prey ; 
presented by J. H. Gurney, Esq. Adams' Diver, from Norway, 
Br tinmen's Guillemot and other rare birds from Nova Zembla ; 
presented by Colonel Feilden. 

A specimen of the Tarpon, or Silver King. This fish was 
taken by the donor, the Eight Hon. the Earl of Orford, in 
one of the rivers of Florida. 

A valuable collection of Hymenopterous Insects, arranged 
in two cabinets with twenty-six drawers ; also a collection of 
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works relating to Hymenoptera, consisting of thirty-two 
volumes of printed matter, seven volumes of MS.S., and other 
papers ; presented by J. B. Bridgman, Esq., F.L.S. Five cases 
of Lepidopterous and other Insects from Ceylon ; a set of forty- 
eight plaster casts of the Elgin Marbles and a collection of 
casts from Antique Gems ; presented by J. Sancroft Holmes, 
Esq. Upwards of two hundred and fifty specimens of Lepi- 
doptera from Lake Nyasa ; collected by the donor, Anthony F. 
Gurney, Esq. 

Two cabinets containing a collection of Tertiary Mollusca 
made by the late Mr. S. V. Wood, F.G.S., of Martlesham, near 
Woodbridge, and by his son ; presented by the widow of Mr. 
S. V. Wood, jun. 

A Coronation Banner of George II. in needlework, with 
the Koyal Arms and a floral border, the Star of the Sovereign, 
Order and Royal Monogram ; presented by Major F. As t ley 
Cubitt. 

In addition to the portrait of Sir Peter Eade already 
mentioned, there have been added to the Picture Gallery : — A 
painting of the Virgin with the Infant Saviour reclining on 
her lap, by the late Alice Havers ; presented by Herbert A. 
Day, Esq. ; a view near Bury St. Edmund's, a well-known 
picture by John Berney Crome ; presented by Miss Wells ; the 
Nave ot Norwich Cathedral, painted by David Hodgson, and a 
Road Scene with cottage by A. G. Stannard ; presented by Mrs. 
Hodgson. 

The City Engineer has reported that the whole of the 
Buildings are in a good state of repair.

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The principal event of the year 1897 in the history of 
the Castle Museum— as in that of the City — was the celebration 
of the Diamond Jubilee of Her Majesty the Queen. 

On Tuesday, June 22nd, the day of the commemoration, 
the Museum was closed to the public, but in the evening a 
large number of visitors were admitted by ticket to the roof 
of the Muniment Room and to the battlements of the Keep to 
see the display of fireworks in the Cattle Market, and the bonfire 
and aerial fireworks on St. James 9 Hill. A raised path of planks 
had been carried along the battlements in order that the view 
might be commanded by a greater number of persons, and at 
the north-west and south-east corners of the Keep, projecting 
platforms had been erected from which search-lights swept 
across the city in all directions, alternating, most effectively, 
with others from the tower of St. Giles* Church. The display 
of fireworks was admirably seen, the night being fine and well 
suited for such an exhibition. On the evening of Thursday, 
June 24th, the Mayor (Sir Charles Oilman) held a Reception 
at the Museum in honour of the Jubilee, at which a large 
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number of the citizens were present. The arrangements were 
of the same kind as on a former similar occasion, the covered 
way over the bridge being used, and the refreshments served 
in a marquee in the garden communicating with the various 
galleries of the Museum. 

Earlier in the year, viz., on the evening of April 28th, 
the use of the Museum had been granted to the President of 
the Norwich Branch of the Teacher's Guild of Great Britain 
and Ireland (H. Lee- Warner, Esq.), for the purpose of enabling 
the members of the Guild, then meeting in Norwich, many of 
whom came from distant parts of the country, to see the 
Museum collections. The Conversazione was attended by over 
three hundred persons. Short explanatory addresses were 
given in different sections of the Museum. 

In February, permission was granted to the Autotype 
Company to copy some of the pictures in the Picture Gallery 
for a portfolio illustrating the Norwich School of Artists. It 
is satisfactory to the Committee to be able to say that the 
copies made were excellent. 

The maps, diagrams, and drawings shewing the 
structure, classification, and distribution of birds of prey, 
presented by Mr. J. H. Gurney, as mentioned in last year's 
Report, were, at the beginning ot the year, placed in the frames 
of the Winged Standard provided for them in* the Raptorial 
Gallery. 

A Catalogue of the Pictures, Drawings, Etchings, and 
Bronzes in the Picture Gallery was issued on June 5th. la 
order to bring this Catalogue within the reach of all classes 
of visitors it was determined that its price should be one> 
penny. By the end of the year upwards of 2,400 copies had 
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been sold ; a proof of the public appreciation of this endeavour 
of the Committee to add to the interest of the Gallery. The 
Catalogue contains short biographical notices of the more 
famous of the painters represented on the walls, and, where 
it seemed desirable, information is also given as to the 
subjects of the pictures. 

The valuable silver trophy known as the " China Cup," 
which was presented to the National Rifle Association in 
1864 by the Volunteers in China for annual competition by 
the Home Volunteers, having in 1897 been won at the 
shooting competition at Bisley by the Norfolk Team, with the 
highest total score ever made for it, the Committee were 
asked to allow it to be deposited in the Museum for exhibition 
and safe custody during the twelve months that it remains 
in the possession of the Norfolk Volunteers. The application 
was' granted on the condition that no responsibility on 
account* of loss or damage by fire, or otherwise, should fall 
upon the Corporation or the Committee. On August 31&t 
the Mayor formally received the Oup at the Castle from 
Captain Archdale, who represented the Norfolk Team, to the 
members of which he then distributed the badges. 

All matters connected with the Norfolk and Norwich 
Museum and the Castle Museum Trust having been brought 
to an end, the Committee were of opinion that the time had 
come for placing an inscription on the granite tablet inserted 
for that purpose in a wall of the Entrance Hall of the 
Museum by the Castle Museum Trustees. This tablet appears 
on the right of an older slab on which is recorded the 
refacing of the exterior of the Keep in 1834, and, in a few 
words, the history of the Castle until that date. The following 
inscription, carrying on the history to the opening of the Castle 
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Museum, was adopted by the Committee, and ordered to be 
cut on the new tablet : — 

" The Castle became the property of the City of 

Norwich in 1884 by purchase, and ceased to be a 

prison in 1887. 

"John Gurney, Esq., having offered £5,000 
towards its adaptation to the purposes of the Norfolk 
and Norwich Museum, £9,389 was raised, chiefly by 
public subscription, and the Shareholders of the 
Museum contributed their capital of £3,693 to the fund 
and presented their collections to the City. The Castle 
was leased to Trustees, by whom the necessary altera- 
tions were carried out. The architecture of the interior 
of the Keep, hidden for many years by masonry, was 
brought to light, the earth which filled its basement 
was removed, and the building was roofed in accordance 
with indications of the form of its ancient covering, the 
arcade supporting the new roof being built on the 
remains of an original wall. 

" The Castle Museum was opened to the public by 
Their Royal Highnesses the Duke and Duchess of York, 
October 23rd, 1894.

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During the year the Curator has continued to arrange in 
fresh cases, on the floor and in the gallery of the Keep, such of 
the Ethnological and Archaeological examples as had not been 
shewn in the Castle Museum, owing to the impossibility of 
exhibiting them satisfactorily until new cases had been pro- 
vided for them. It will be found that their classification adds 
considerably to the interest of these objects. 

The flag and flagstaff of the French ship Qenereux, 
presented to the City by Sir Edward Berry in the year 1800, 
have been removed from St. Andrew's Hall to the Keep of the 
Castle, where they are better, seen than in their former 
positions.

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The sum received from admissions to the Museum and to 
the Battlements, together with the profit from the sale of 
guide-books and photographs amounted to £301 19s. 6d. ; 
being £10 4s. 2d. more thtin was received from the same 
sources in 1896. 

It will be seen by the foregoing account that there have 
been fewer visitors to the Museum during the year 1897 than 
there were in the previous year, but that a larger number of 
persons have been admitted to the Battlements, and a 
larger amount has been received. This seems to indicate 
that the falling off in numbers is due to the attraction of 
novelty ceasing to operate on those living in the neighbour- 
hood of the Museum, but that it has been visited by a greater 
number of strangers. 

The following were among the specially interesting and

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EEPOET. 



By the death of Mr. J. J. Colman, which took place on 
September 18th, 1898, the Castle Museum Committee have 
lost one of their number, who had not only been a member of 
the Committee since its formation in 1893, but who had ever 
taken a warm interest in the welfare of the Museum. Mr. 
Colman had given valuable donations in times past, but his 
final act in relation to the Museum, was one that will entitle 
his name to be recorded with those of the greatest benefactors it 
has had during the seventy-five years of its eventful history. By 
his Will, dated September 9th, 1898, he left to the Norwich 
Castle Museum, free of duty, the munificent bequest of oil 
paintings, water-colour drawings, maps, sketches, etchings, 
and copper-plates by Norfolk and Norwich artists, from his 
own gallery, to the value of £5,000. The selection of these 
works of art is committed to Mr. Colman's Trustees, acting 
under the advice of Mr. James Reeve, Curator of the Museum, 
and Mr. Charles Clowes, of Carrow Hill, in this City ; and 
the valuation of the various works is allowed to be taken at the 
same sum for which they may be respectively insured against 
loss by fire, at the death of the Testator. 
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These pictures and drawings have not yet been received 
by the Committee, nor had they been even selected during 
the past year, but on October 18th the bequest was publicly 
announced at a meeting of the Council. 

It would be difficult to over-estimate the importance to 
the Art Section of the Museum of this magnificent legacy. By 
its means, the best artists of the Norwich School of Painters, 
will at once, and for the first time, be worthily represented on the 
walls of the Picture Gallery ; for which their works, owing to the 
prices they now command, could not have been acquired by pur- 
chase ; and a very large advance will have been made towards 
the end the Committee have ever had in view, viz., the 
adequate representation of this famous local School in the 
public Gallery of the City. 

Before passing to other matters connected with the year 
1898, it may be better here to mention another very valuable 
gift, which has been received from Mr. Colman's son (Mr. 
Russell J. Colman), who has presented the Museum with a 
collection of Fossil Mammalian remains, numbering upwards 
of four hundred and fifty specimens, from the Forest Bed, 
and Glacial Formations of Norfolk; formed by the late 
Mr. J. J. Colman, and preserved by him in his Museum at 
Corton. Of these fossils, Mr. Russell Colman has retained 
but one small specimen as a memento, and generously 
presented the rest of the collection to the Castle Museum ; 
giving the Committee full power to deal with such of them 
as may not be needed for exhibition in the manner they may 
consider most for the interest of the Museum. 

This donation will lead, in the near future, to con- 
siderable alterations in the Geological Gallery, and will 
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immensely increase its value and attractiveness, especially, 
perhaps, to strangers to the County ; for it will enable the 
Committee to devote the whole of the present wall-cases in this 
block of the buildings to the illustration of that very interesting 
feature in the geology of the district known as the " Forest 
Bed." 

On April 17th the Museum lost another of its friends 
and recent benefactors, Mr. J. W> Walker, who, most liberally 
bequeathed £500, free of duty, as a permanent endowment 
of the Art Section of the Castle Museum ; to be invested, 
and the interest derived from it used for the preserva- 
tion of the works of art already given by Mr. 
Walker, and of adding to them other works of 
a similar character; all such additions to be exhibited 
to the public in the Museum. This legacy has been invested 
in the names of the Mayor, Aldermen, and Citizens of 
Norwich, in India 3£ per cent, stock. 

In February, a portrait of Mr. Clare Sewell Read, 
painted by Mr. J. J. Shannon, A.R.A., by desire of Mr. 
Read's "friends and neighbours, in grateful recognition of 
his services to agriculture/' was presented to the Museum by 
the Norfolk Chamber of Agriculture. As it was impossible 
to allow this portrait the necessary space in the Picture 
Gallery, it has been placed on the wall facing the flight of 
steps leading from the Entrance Hall to the Keep, where 
it is well seen, and in a favourable light. 

On May 28th, the Committee issued to the public, at 
the price of one penny, a "Descriptive Key to the View 
from the Battlements of the Castle," written by Mr. G. C. 
Eaton. The intention of this little handbook is to point out the 
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objects of interest that may be seen from the summit of 
the Keep, and to give the visitor some slight idea of the 
historical associations connected with them. 

At about the time of the issuing of the " Key/' an im- 
provement had been completed in the plank path erected 
above the stone walk of the battlements for the celebration 
of Her Majesty's Diamond Jubilee in 1897, and which had 
been allowed to remain for the convenience of visitors. This 
plank pathway, being raised above the permanent stone 
walk, enables the view to be seen uninterruptedly during a 
circuit of the Keep, but it had the inconvenience of being 
crossed at intervals by iron arches, and, from its being raised 
nearly to the level of the openings between the battlements, 
it was, perhaps, to some extent, a source of danger. These 
openings have now, therefore, been guarded by bars, scarcely 
visible from below, and the pathway has been cleared of the 
iron arches which crossed it, so that a walk commanding in 
its whole length a clear view of the city beneath, and without 
the former drawbacks to enjoyment, has been gained for 
visitors. 

The use of the Castle, after the usual hours of closing, was 
granted for June 16th to the President of the East Anglian 
Branch of the British Medical Association (Mr, H. S. 
Robinson), for a reception of the Members of the Association, 
then meeting in Norwich. The reception was held in the 
Keep. 

During the year, an alteration in the outlets of the 
warming and ventilating apparatus in the walls of the 
British Bird Room, with the consequent re-colouring of the 
cases, gave the Curator an opportunity for arranging and 
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labelling the birds in those cases more thoroughly than had 
at first been possible. The beauty of the series is strikingly 
enhanced by the re-arrangement, while the additional labels, 
indicating the Orders and Families in accordance with " The 
Ibis " list, add to its usefulness.

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REPORT. 



It is with much regret that the Committee again open their 
Annual Report by recording the loss, by death, of one of their 
number, Mr. G. C. Rix Spelman, who died July 16th, 1899, 
and who, as Mayor of Norwich, had been their Chairman in the 
preceding year. Mr. Spelman was greatly interested in the 
Museum, and during the last years of its existence as private 
property had been a member of its Committee. 

On February 1st, the Committee were informed that the 
works of art comprising the bequest of the late Mr. J. J. 
Colman had been selected by his Trustees, and on February 6th 
these works were received at the Museum. They consisted of 
oil paintings by John Crome and John Berney Crome, John Sell 
Cotman and Miles E. Cotman, Stark, Vincent, Opie, and Clover ; 
water-colour drawings by J. S Cotman and J. Thirtle ; engrav- 
ings, chiefly of old and rare maps of Norwich ; and copper plates 
of etchings by Crome, Cotman, Daniell, and C. L. Brightwell. 
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It is not necessary in this place to give a more detailed' account 
of the bequest, as further particulars will be found in the 
complete list of the donations received during the year 1 899* 
appended to this report. 

The influx of so large a number of pictures obliged the 
Curator to make many changes in the Picture Gallery, but the . 
re-arrangement was completed in a few days; the Gallery, it 
is almost needless to say, being greatly enriched by the quality 
of the additions made to it. The new works were numbered in 
a special manner, and a leaflet giving the subjects of the pictures- 
and the names of the painters was at once printed, and was in 
use until a second edition of the Catalogue could be published. 
This, under any circumstances, would have been needed in the 
course of the year, as the first edition was nearly exhausted. 
The pictures throughout the Gallery were therefore re-numbered 
during the summer, and the second edition of the catalogue 
issued to the public on September 1st. In this edition the 
Colman Bequest is indicated throughout, and some account of 
the history of the pictures of which it consists is also given ; it 
having been thought that visitors to the gallery, and especially 
perhaps those from Norwich and its neighbourhood, would be 
interested in such information. 

In March the Committee determined to recommend the 
Council to authorise the construction of a gallery, with wall 
cases, in the Geological Room, in order that the fossils presented 
by Mr. Russell J. Colman might be properly shewn, and the 
whole contents of the room re-arranged in accordance with a 
scheme suggested by the Curator. The Council approved the 
recommendation, but the work was postponed until the- 
autumn, that it might interfere as little as possible with the 
comfort of visitors. It is unavoidable that during the winter 
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months there should be some disappointment felt among those 
who visit the Museum for the first time, not only on account of 
the Geological Section being closed to them, but because the 
-complete circuit of the galleries cannot be made ; but the Com- 
mittee are glad to be able to add that in the early spring they 
believe the circuit will be restored and the geological specimens 
again visible. 

During the year the Curator has devoted much time to the 
•classification of the specimens of British Shells and Foreign and 
British Crustacea and Echinodermata, in the table cases of the 
corridors. The arrangement is now, as far as possible, complete, 
and the specimens are seen to much greater advantage than they 
were before, owing to the greater space alloted to them. This 
work, although very necessary, had not been taken in hand 
sooner because of the stronger claims of other sections of the 
Museum. 

An interesting addition to the Ornithological collections has 
been made in the corridor leading from the Entrance Hall to the 
British Bird Room ; of the kind for which the Natural History 
Museum at South Kensington is famous. It consists of a case con- 
taining a group of rooks and their nests. The tree on which the 
nests were built having been blown down, the bough shewn was 
sawn off with the upper nest still attached to it. The spectator 
sees here, therefore, the actual work of birds and not an 
imitation of it. The rooks are grouped in natural attitudes about 
this nest, and the whole case exhibits a pleasing, illustration of 
bird life. 

In the course of the summer a new and stronger flag-staff 
has been placed upon the Keep.

In closing their Report the Committee desire to pay a 
tribute of respect to the memory of the distinguished naturalist 
Dr. Arthur Cowell Stark, who was killed at Ladysmith, on 
November 18th, 1899, by a shell which fell in the town during 
the siege. Dr. Stark had gone to Ladysmith on medical service, 
as a volunteer, and was well /known in that district. He was 
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preparing a book on the birds of South Africa, which was 
nearly completed at the time of his death, and to which the last 
words he uttered are believed to have referred. He contributed 
a valuable specimen to this Museum in 1894, as may be seen in 
the Report of that year ; namely, a Buzzard, shot by himself in 
Minnesota, and new to the • collections. Dr. Stark had also 
visited the Museum at about that time. His loss will be very 
widely and sincerely deplored, not only by his friends but by 
those who are interested in his favourite studies.

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REPORT. 



Your Committee have once more to commence their Report 
with an announcement of the loss by death of one of their 
number. Mr. George C. Eaton, who died on the 25th of June 
last, had long been connected with the management of the old 
Museum, of which in the year 1891 he became the Honorary 
Secretary and ably conducted on behalf of that body the 
negociations which ended in the transfer of the collections to the 
Corporation in April, 1893 ; his business acquirements aided 
greatly in the work of adapting the present buildings to the 
purpose for which they have proved so eminently suitable, and 
his practical knowledge of Art was of great assistance, in con- 
junction with the Curator, in arranging and cataloguing the 
collection of pictures ; it should also be mentioned that his 
" Descriptive Key to the View from the Battlements " has been of 
much service to visitors. Whilst bearing testimony to the value 
of Mr. Eaton's services to the Museum, the Committee desire to 
express their great regret at the loss of a colleague so highly 
esteemed. 
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Your Committee findiug that the time had arrived when 
it became imperatively necessary to obtain additional skilled 
assistance, engaged the services of Mr. Frank Leney, who had 
been for ten years an assistant in the Geological Department of 
the British Museum (Natural History), and he entered upon his 
duties as Assistant Curator on 1st February, 1900, since whioh 
time he has been mainly engaged in the Fossil Room. 

The City Council having authorised the construction of a 
Gallery in the Fossil Room, your Committee beg to report that 
the work has been successfully carried out, and that the re- 
arrangement of the Fossil Mammalian remains — rendered 
necessary by the liberal gift by Mr. Russell J. Colman of his 
late father's collection, which has been incorporated with the 
"Gunn " and other collections — is nearly completed, and your Com- 
mittee look with pride upon the unequalled display of Mam- 
malian remains, almost all of local origin, which are contained 
in the wall-cases. The Gallery will be devoted to a stratigraphical 
collection, which is also in course of arrangement. It is with 
pleasure the Committee are able to add that by the exercise of 
strict economy the cost of this important addition to the Museum 
buildings, which amounted to £513, has been met out of 
current income. In this room also are exhibited the head of 
a recent African Elephant, and on the West wall a diagram of 
the skeleton of an extinct form of Elephant (Elephas meridionalis) r 
also full-sized diagrams of the bones of the fore-leg of this 
species and of a recent African Elephant. Above these are the 
heads of the extinct great Irish Elk (Cervus giganteus) and of a 
recent specimen of the European Elk. These form an attractive 
feature of the room and are instructive to visitors and students 
alike, as showing the gigantic size of these extinct animals in 
comparison with their representatives now living. 

The rapid growth of the collection of pictures has rendered 
it absolutely necessary that the present Gallery should be 
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extended ; your Committee have had this matter under their 
anxious consideration, and plans have been prepared for the 
purpose by the City Engineer. The means at present at the 
disposal of the Committee, however, being so limited, they are 
compelled to husband their resources in order to avoid if possible 
any increase of indebtedness in carrying out this desirable 
improvement. 

The additions to the collections, as will be seen by the list 
appended, have been both numerous and valuable, and the 
Museum is especially indebted to the liberality of Dr. Charles 
Hose, Mr. J. H. Gurney, and the Trustees of the British Museum 
for their liberality in this respect, especially to the former, whose 
official position in the Island of Borneo offers exceptional 
opportunities of collecting objects of interest in a little known 
country, the full benefit of which he has most liberally accorded 
to the Museum of his native County. 

By the tables which will be found on another page, it 
will be noticed that there has been some falling off in the 
number of attendances ; this has been equally distributed over 
the whole year, and there is no assignable reason which would 
account for it. It is certain, however, that during the 
excursion season there were fewer visitors to the City than 
usual, and it may also be owing in some degree to the 
fineness of the weather and to the Electric Trams, 
which have rendered the places of open-air resort in 
the suburbs more accessible ; but it was hardly to be expected 
that when the novelty of the institution wore off so large an 
attendance would be maintained. A total of 109,228 visitors 
however, shows that the Museum is highly appreciated by 
the public. A new edition of the official Guide-book to the 
Museum, fully revised and brought up to date, is now in the 
Press.

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REPORT. 



Your Committee are pleased to record the sustained 
interest of the public in the Museum, evidenced by a 
slight increase in the number of visitors above those 
of the preceding year. The turnstiles registered a total 
of 109,249 as against 109,228 in the preceding twelve 
months. The attendance on both free-days and pay-days 
show a considerable increase, but there has been a falling off 
in the numbers on Sunday afternoons, probably due to the 
failure of the lighting system. The arc lamps having proved 
most unsatisfactory for Museum purposes, your Committee 
hope to re-place these obsolete lamps by incandescent fittings. 
This alteration will do away with much unnecessary labour 
and expense, and also save disappointment to many who visit 
the Museum. 

There has been a steady increase during late years in the 
number of specialists and others engaged in scientific work, 
who visit the Museum for the purpose of study. During the 
past year several departments have been utilised, and specimens 
in the collections have been figured and described in various 
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works. Those to whom help has been given include the 
authors of articles in the Norfolk section of the "Victoria 
History of the Counties " ; Dr. P. Sushkin of the Cabinet of 
Comparative Anatomy in the University of Moscow, who 
visited the principal European Museums to study the collections 
of Eagles, and is shortly to publish a work on this subject ; Mr, 
Henry Woods, of the Woodwardian Museum, Cambridge, in 
connection with his monograph on the " Chalk Lamelli- 
branchia " for the Palaeontographical Society, and Dr. Rowe, 
of Margate, who is engaged in working out the zonal divisions 
of the English Chalk. 

Your Committee think it worthy of record that the order and 
cleanliness of the Museum should be so much appreciated, and 
credit is due to the attendants for the interest they take in 
their daily routine work of cleaning and other duties pertaining 
to the proper custody of a public building. Although since 
the opening day in 1894 some 795,542 persons have visited the 
Museum, the general behaviour and absence of mischief is a 
pleasing feature. 

The past year has been one of steady progress rather than 
of striking additions, so that the general arrangement of the 
collections is now practically completed. This will allow the 
more detailed and technical work to be proceeded with, and in 
this respect many of the labels have already been revised in 
accordance with modern nomenclature. A portion of the 
Ethnological series has been re-arranged, and specimens not 
hitherto exhibited labelled and placed in the cases. 

In the Geological section the arrangement and labelling 
of the specimens in the wall cases containing the Pleistocene 
and " Forest Bed " Mammalia has been finished. The whole 
of the local fossils have now been worked over and 
form a valuable and instructive series in the cases on the 
gallery. Much, however, remains to be done in the Strati- 
graphical Collection, but the principal features are now 
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available for study. A list of the " type " and figured 
specimens has been prepared and will shortly be published. 
All the figured specimens have been marked with a small 
green ticket, and a reference to the work they are figured in is 
given on the label. 

The extension of the Art Gallery having been sanctioned, 
your Committee hope soon to be in a position to exhibit the 
pictures in a less crowded manner, and provide the necessary 
space for recent acquisitions. During the past year your 
Committee have purchased a picture by Walter Dexter, junr., 
of Lynn. This is entirely a new departure, and it is hoped 
that in the future the Museum finances will permit of the 
purchase of other examples representative of local talent. 

On the evening of May 25th, the Mayor (Mr. J. J. 
Dawson Paul) gave a reception in the Museum buildings to 
the Delegates of the Oddfellows Society, who were holding 
their Annual Conference in the city. This imposing function 
was attended by over 1,500 persons, and the general arrange- 
ments were carried out in the same manner as on a similar 
occasion during the preceding year, when the Deputy- Mayor 
(Mr. James Clabburn) entertained, during his Mayoralty, a 
large number of the citizens. The Teachers' Guild holding 
their Annual Conference at Yarmouth, were on April 12th, by 
permission of your Committee, admitted free to the Museum, 
and about 640 Delegates were officially conducted in organised 
parties through the galleries. 

The Norwich Science Gossip Club and the Norfolk and 
Norwich Naturalists' Society were granted permission to use 
the Geological Room on March 27th, and a paper was read by 
the Assistant-Curator on " Elephants, Ancient and Modern," 
illustrated by lantern slides and specimens in the collection. 

A new edition of the sixpenny Guide Book to the Museum 
has been published by Messrs. Jarrold & Sons. The author 
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(Mr. Thomas Southwell) has added much valuable information 
since the first publication. 

Your Committee, with much regret, have to record the 
loss by death of the late Town Clerk (Mr. Geo. B. Kennett), 
on May nth. Mr. Kennett had always evinced the greatest 
interest in the Museum and its welfare, and to him fell the 
greater portion of the work, often of a delicate and trying 
nature, entailed by the transference of the property of the 
shareholders of the old Museum to the City. 

The Museum is much indebted to J. H. Gurney, Esq., for 
several specimens of Norfolk-killed rare British birds, and a 
bird of prey new to the collection, viz., Ninox granti, from the 
Solomon Islands. 

To Thomas Baring, Esq., of Hockham Hall, for a 
collection of bird skins from the Salvage Islands, obtained by 
the Hon. C. Baring and W. R. Ogilvie Grant, Esq., during 
an expedition to these islands ; and also some fine specimens 
from the Arctic Regions and Mount Vernon, New York. 
Many of these birds have not hitherto been represented in the 
collection. 

To W. J. O. Holmes, Esq., for a fine example of an 
Alligator (Alligator mississippiensis), from Florida, U.S.A., and 
a large Bath Sponge from the " Keys " of Florida. 

To the Trustees of the British Museum, for ten volumes 
of " Engravings from Ancient Marbles in the British Museum " ; 
" Facsimiles of Illuminated Manuscripts in the British 
Museum " ; and other publications. 

To Miss Rudge, of Fakenham, for a portrait in oil of the 
Rev. E. T. Daniell, painted by John Linnell.

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REPORT. 



The number of visitors to the Museum during the past 
twelve months was 118,697 as against 109,249 for the 
corresponding period in 1901. This increase of 9448 visitors 
was mainly due to the increased attendance on Sunday 
afternoons, and as the Museum is only open for two hours 
and a half, it is gratifying to find that the general public 
avail themselves of this opportunity of inspecting the exhibits. 
A table is appended showing the average attendance on each 
day of the year. In the Report for 1901 your Committee 
had to record a decline in the Sunday attendance, which was 
no doubt, due to the defective lighting of the galleries, but 
happily, this has been remedied by the substitution of 
incandescent for arc lamps. 

As will be seen from the list of donations received during 
the past year, the collections have been considerably increased. 
The donations have all been incorporated with the general 
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collections, which has entailed a large amount of work and 
research, in addition to the ordinary routine work of the 
Museum. Your Committee are pleased to record their 
appreciation of the help rendered by Mr. Thomas Glover, 
of Nagasaki, in translating the exceedingly difficult old 
Japanese characters inscribed on some valuable coins given by 
Mr. Ringer. 

On July 3rd, the Worshipful the Mayor (Mr. Councillor 
R. J. Colman), entertained, in the Museum buildings, a large 
number of the Citizens in honour of the Coronation of His 
Majesty King Edward VII. As the adaptation of the rooms 
to the needs of such a large and important function caused an 
appearance of disorder, it was deemed advisable to close the 
Museum to the public during the day. 

On Friday, July 5th, the Quatuor Coronati Lodge, No. 
2076, of London Freemasons, under the conductorship of 
Mr. Walter Rye, visited the Museum, by invitation of your 
Committee, and the principal features of the collections were 
pointed out to them by the staff. 

On Sunday morning, August 3rd, the Members of the 
London Geologists Association, who were visiting Norfolk 
under the guidance of Mr. F. W. Harmer, F.G.S., were 
conducted through the Museum. 

The candidates for scholarships under the Norwich 
School Board had, as one of their examination papers, 
a series of questions upon the outward characteristics 
of animals exhibited in the Museum, and arrangements 
were made by the Curator for this purpose. The Board's 
Inspector was well pleased with the success of the 
experiment, and also with the facilities given the children 
for their studies. These studies occupied two weeks, and it 
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was a pleasing spectacle to watch the children, in many cases 
accompanied by their parents, diligently copying the labels or 
sketching the animals. 

The Timeball on the Battlements has been the cause of 
much trouble and anxiety, as it was feared the falling of such 
a heavy body, with the accompanying explosion, was the cause 
of the unusual breakage of glass in the roof of the Keep. The 
City Engineer subsequently reported the damage as trifling, 
and that all danger had been averted by placing a spring 
platform under the framework of the Timeball and replacing 
the heavy iron ball by one made of wood and canvas. 

The extension of the Art Gallery, comprising three 
additional rooms, has been completed, and will be ready 
for use in March or April next. It has been suggested 
that these rooms should be opened with a loan collection, and 
arrangements are already under consideration for obtaining 
pictures from the National Gallery. 

Your Committee regret to record the death of Mr. H. D. 
Geldart on September 21st, 1902. Mr. Geldart was a 
member of the old Museum Committee, and by reason of his 
scientific knowledge, his advice and help was always of great 
service. 

The Museums Association has been invited to hold its 
Annual Conference in the City during June, 1904, under the 
presidency of Dr. Henry Woodward, F.R.S. 

The work of revising the labels in accordance with modern 
nomenclature, has been continued. The collection of fossils 
illustrating the sequence of the geological deposits of England, 
has been arranged in the wall cases on the gallery of the 
Geological Room, and explanatory labels have been introduced, 
with the object of assisting students and to arrest the attention 
of the casual observer. 
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A •• Catalogue of the Type and Figured Fossils in the 
Norwich Castle Museum " has been prepared by the Assistant 
Curator and published in the Geological Magazine. Vol. IX. 
(1902.)

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REPORT. 



Although the inclement weather experienced during the 
summer months has resulted in a decrease in the amount 
received in fees, it is gratifying to your Committee to 
be able to report that the total number of visitors, as 
recorded by the turnstiles, exceeds the total for 1902 by 19,596. 
This number is in excess of any year since 1897, when the 
Castle Museum was comparatively fresh to the general 
public. 

On April 7th the Rt. Worshipful the Mayor (Lieut-Col. 
J. R. Harvey, D.S.O.), opened a Loan Exhibition of Pictures 
in the rooms recently added to the Art Gallery. The 
Exhibition contained a choice collection of water colour 
drawings, by deceased artists of the Norwich School, and 
during the six months the pictures were on view the 
Museum was visited by a large number of citizens and 
visitors, in addition to many persons well-known in the Art 
world. Water colour drawings by members of the Norwich 
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Art Circle, and the Woodpeckers Club, were also exhibited, 
and the Trustees of the National Gallery contributed a 
selection of drawings and sketches by J. M. W. Turner, R.A. 

The Museums Association, having accepted the invitation 
of the Council to hold their Annual Congress in Norwich, in 
1904, have elected Dr. Sidney Harmer, F.R.S., Super- 
intendant of the Museum of Comparative Anatomy at 
Cambridge, as President, Mr. James Reeve, F.G.S., as 
Councillor, and His Worship the Mayor (Mr. Geoffrey Fowell 
Buxton), and Messrs. F. W. Harmer, F.G.S., Russell 
J. Colman, and Thomas Southwell, F.Z.S., as Vice-Presidents, 
The meetings of the Association will be held in the Museum 
buildings in the second week in July. 

A noticeable addition to the Museum is a case of 
specimens, preserved in spirit, representative of the Marine 
Fauna of the Bay of Naples, selected by Mr. F. W. Harmer. 
Many of these specimens are objects of great beauty, and 
illustrate several forms of life, hitherto impossible to exhibit 
on account of their extreme delicacy and the difficulty in 
preserving them. 

The skeletons of Man and Horse, presented last year* 
by Mr. A. H. Santy, F.R.C.V.S., have been re-articulated 
and mounted on a specially constructed framework. The 
more important limb bones are labelled so that the specimens 
now form an instructive exhibit, as well as being of use 
to students. 

The case on the gallery of the Keep, which was reserved 
for Dr. Charles Hose's Ethnological collection has been 
completed. The specimens illustrate the dress and customs 
of the natives of Baram district, Sarawak, and Dr. Hose has 
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promised to add photographs of the natives wearing and 
using the various articles. Your Committee wish to record 
their sympathy with Dr. Hose, on the death of his father, the 
Rev. T. C. Hose, M.A., Rector of Roydon, who had for 
many years evinced much interest in the Museum. 

The Euterpeon, or Mechanical Organ, has been 
thoroughly repaired by the makers; the instrument is now 
working satisfactorily. 

The arrangement of the Foreign Mollusca being now 
completed, the re-arrangement of the Mineralogical and 
Oological collections is in progress. To obviate a long-felt 
want, it is hoped that it will soon be possible to obtain 
clerical assistance in cataloguing the Museum Library 
as it contains a large number of books, which include 
valuable papers relating to nomenclature and subjects 
connected with the arrangement of Natural History collections, 
and, in addition, there are a number of local works and 
pamphlets which would be readily accessible if catalogued 
and classified. 

Mr. F. Long, M.R.C.S., President of the Norfolk and 
Norwich Naturalist's Society, has kindly undertaken the work 
of cataloguing the Botanical -Collections bequeathed to the 
Museum by Mr. John Drew Salmon, in 1859. 

The City Electrical Engineer has completed his scheme 
for replacing the obsolete arc-lamps by ornamental iron 
pendants fitted with incandescent lamps. The result has 
been to add much to the general attractiveness of the 
Museum, as well as saving the unnecessary trouble and 
•expense involved by the old system of lighting. 
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During the past year the main blocks and corridors have 
been re-coloured and painted, as opportunity occurred, so as 
to avoid the necessity of closing the Museum to the public. 
The Art Galleries have also been re-papered, and the 
Pictures will be on exhibition again early in the year. 
Owing to the new rooms being required for the Loan 
Collection, it was not possible to exhibit several important 
donations of pictures received during the year, but they 
have all been provided for in the new scheme of arranging 
the gallery. A third edition of the Catalogue of the Pictures 
is in course of preparation. 

A sub-committee has been appointed to endeavour to 
arrange for a loan collection of old silver, bearing Norwich 
plate marks. 

Your Committee have to record the loss, by death,, 
of one of their number, Sir Harry Bullard, M.P., who died 
on December 26th, 1903. During the transference of the 
property of the Old Museum to the Corporation, Sir Harry 
was one of the Trustees, and he was also a member of the 
present Committee since its formation, in 1893.

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KEPOBT. 



The number of visitors to the Museum, as recorded 
by turnstiles, during the twelve months ending December 31st, 
1904, was 113,905, being a decrease of 24,388 on the total 
recorded during the previous year. This decrease may be 
accounted for by the fact that a Loan Collection of Pictures 
by artists of the Norwich School, on exhibition in the new 
Picture gallery during the summer months of 1903, attracted 
a large number of visitors and resulted in a substantial increase 
on the total for 1902. 

An important event in the history of the Museum was a 
Congress of the Museums Association held under the 
Presidency of Dr. S. F. Harmer, F.R.S., in the Museum 
buildings during July nth to 15th and representative 
of most of the important Museums in this country, 
as well as those of Christiania, Trondhjem, Sydney, 
and Boston, U.S.A. Your Committee are pleased to 
report that the visit to Norwich of this Association was 
eminently successful, and they wish to record their thanks 
to those gentlemen who by serving on the local Committee 
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did much to bring about this desirable result. The session 
opened on July 12th when the Deputy-Mayor (Lieut.-Col. 
J. R. Harvey, D.S.O.), in the unavoidable absence of the 
Mayor, welcomed the Association to the city, and the Curator 
(Mr. James Reeve) entertained the associates and delegates 
to refreshments in the Keep, which he had had fitted up for 
the occasion, and also invited to meet them the local com- 
mittee and others interested in the Museum, or connected 
with the scientific, educational, and official interests of the 
city. The social portion of the programme (which was greatly 
enhanced by the beautiful weather prevailing at the time)-, 
included a luncheon given at the Maid's Head Hotel by the 
Mayor (Mr. Geoffrey F. Buxton), Chairman of the Museum 
Committee, to the delegates and local committee ; a visit to 
Bracondale Woods, and Carrow Abbey, by invitation of the 
High Sheriff of Norfolk and Mrs. Russell J. Colman, to inspect 
their unrivalled collection of pictures by artists of the " Norwich 
School " ; and a garden party at Oakland House, Cringleford, 
by The President an I Mr. and Mrs. F. W. Harmer. At the 
concluding business meeting of the Association the following 
resolution was passed : — " That the cordial thanks of the 
Association be tendered to the Mayor and Corporation and 
Local Committee " ; the Secretary in communicating the 
resolution to the Mayor, adds, " there has not been a more 
successful meeting of the Association held anywhere." 

On March 1st, the 500th anniversary of the granting of a 
charter to the City of Norwich, the Right Worshipful the 
Mayor (Mr. Geoffrey F. Buxton) held a reception in the Keep 
and Museum buildings in celebration of the event. To avoid 
any confusion arising from fitting up the rooms for this 
important function the Museum was closed to the public, but 
as the day was one on which a charge was made for admission 
very little inconvenience was caused to visitors. 
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On August 29th, an excursion party of members and dele 
gates attending the British Association meeting at Cambridge 
visited Norwich and inpected the Museum collections under 
the guidance of the Curator. 

The picture galleries have been entirely re-arranged and 
owing to the extra space available by the addition of the new 
rooms, it was found practicable to devote the whole of the main 
room to the exhibition of oil paintings and the new rooms to 
water colour drawings. The removal of the screens on which 
the " Walker Collection " was exhibited has greatly improved 
the general appearance of the gallery, as well as allowing a 
better view of the larger paintings. A new edition (the 3rd) 
of the " Catalogue of the Collection of Pictures, &c," has been 
prepared by the Curator and copies are on sale at one penny 
each ; it contains several new features, including an index of 
the Artists represented and a history of the collection. 

The Catalogue of the Library, mentioned in the last 
report as being under consideration, has been commenced 
under the direction of a Sub-Committee, and considerable 
progress has been made with the work ; upwards of ten 
thousand references having been prepared. The card 
catalogue system has been adopted and the entries type- 
written on the cards, so that when the books are classified 
and press-marked, the catalogue will form a valuable aid 
to everyone using the Museum for the purpose of study or 
research. 

The Sub-committee appointed last year to endeavour to 
obtain specimens of old silver plate has fortunately been able 
to secure good examples of Church plate, ore of which, a paten 
from Costessey, is believed to be the fifth oldest hall marked 
piece known. This paten, together with a cup and cover from 
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St. Mary Coslany Church, Norwich, have been obtained 
through the liberality of Mr. J. H. Walter, who has supplied 
the churches with replicas. 

Your Committee has had under consideration the question 
of extending the usefulness of the Museum collections for 
educational purposes, and a Sub-committee has been appointed 
to confer with the Education experts in the City, with a view 
of providing special facilities for instruction in Nature Study. 

The following were among the specially interesting and 
valuable additions of the past year : — 

A collection of Ochres, and pieces of painted limestone, 
illustrating the method and materials employed by the 
ancient Egyptians in the decoration of walls of temples and 
palaces. Also a fine series of Flint knives and implements 
from Abydos and other localities in Egypt ; presented by 
Flax C. J. Spurrell, Esq., F.G.S., F.S.A. 

A suit of early seventeenth century Japanese Armour, 
composed of lacquered metal plates enriched with gold 
and laced together with silk cord, and accoutrements, 
including richly mounted sword, dagger, baton, banner, and 
fan ; presented by Frederick Ringer, Esq., of Nagasaki. 

Silver tray, or paten, bearing the Norwich hall mark, 
seeded rose and crown, date letter I (1632) and maker's mark, 
pelican in her piety ; presented by Messrs. Geoffrey F. Buxton, 
S. G. Buxton, Russell J. Colman, J. H. Walter, and 
Lieut.-Col. Harvey. 

Queen Anne silver cup, with London hall mark, 1702 : one 
of three pieces of plate bearing inscriptions relating to Norwich. 
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purporting to have been engraved in 1702, but in the case of 
this cup the inscription is known to have been added about 
1870 ; presented by Eustace Gurney, Esq. 

Mounted specimen of the rare Addra Gazelle, killed by 
the donor in Western Kordofan, and heads of the Sabre- 
horned and Beisa Antelopes, from Kordofan and Somaliland ; 
presented by Edward North Buxton, Esq. 

Mounted head of the American Bison (Buffalo) from 
Wyoming, U.S.A. These animals, in a wild state, being now 
practically extinct, your Committee are glad to have been 
able to purchase this remarkably fine head, which is, in the 
opinion of an eminent authority, of " the typical prairie race." 

A valuable collection of Antarctic and Sub-Antarctic 
birds' skins, including an adult female and " chick " of the 
Emperor Penguin, collected and presented by Engineer- 
Lieut. R. W. Skelton, R.N., of the " Discovery." 

A specimen of Leucopternis princeps from N.W. Ecuador ; 
a species not before represented in the Collection of Raptorial 
Birds ; presented by J. H. Gurney, Esq.

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REPORT 



The Committee of the Norwich Castle Museum are pleased 
to report that during the twelve months ending December 31st, 
1905, the number of visitors to the Museum shows an increase on 
the preceding year of 4,281 ; the total number as recorded by 
the turnstiles, being 118,186 against 113,905 in 1904. The 
amount received by fees on pay days and admission to the 
battlements and dungeons, including £8 5s. iod. profit on the 
sale of photographs and guides, was £260 3s. od. ; an increase 
of £1 7s. 6d. The table on page 11 shows that the total 
for the year compares well with the average attendance for the 
past five years, although the summer season was shorter than 
usual and there was an absence of any special attraction for 
visitors in the City. The Musical Festival does not appear to 
have effected any marked difference in the number of visitors to 
the Museum. 

The Sunday attendances have been remarkably good as is 
evidenced by an average of 664 visitors during the 2\ hours the 
Museum is open. It is a pleasing feature to observe that a 
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large proportion of the Sunday visitors who really take an 
intelligent interest in the exhibits are parents accompanied by 
their children. 

The special collections for which the Museum is famous, viz.— 
the Gurney Collection of Raptorial Birds and the local 
palaeontological collections, have been studied during the past 
year by several distinguished scientists among whom may be 
mentioned the late Dr. Paul Leverkuhn, Director of the Scientific 
Institutions and Library of the Prince of Bulgaria at Sophia, 
Dr. Neumann of Berlin, Prof. Dubois of Haarlem, and Dr. 
Hartert, Director of the Hon. Walter Rothschild's Museum at 
Tring. These eminent authorities on all matters relating to 
Museums and scientific research expressed unqualified approval 
of the Museum and the general arrangement of the 
collections. 

The catalogue of the Library has been completed and the 
books have been classified and press-marked. The card 
catalogue is arranged under authors and subjects separately. 

A card catalogue of the donations has been commenced, the 
plan adopted being that of typing on cards the entries under the 
donors' names as enumerated in the original donation books 
and in the yearly reports issued since 1833 to the present time, 
and then classifying the entries under various groups such as 
" Ethnology," and " Ornithology." The cards will be 
stamped witn a number corresponding to the donation book and 
tickets on the specimens, so that the original entries may be 
readily referred to as well as any donation under the donor's 
name. The amount of careful clerical work entailed is consider- 
able, but it is felt that such a record of the Museum 
Collections when completed will prove of much assistance to 
the staff, and others who use the Museum for purposes of study. 
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The modern brick facing of the inner walls of " Bigod's 
Tower " have been fitted with glazed cases in which are 
exhibited a very fine collection of old carvings in wood and 
stone and casts of carvings collected by the late Mr. Spaull. 

During the past year the collection of eggs has been brought 
up to date, and by the addition of three extra cases, 
re-arranged and more fully displayed. The series of British 
birds* eggs has been considerably augmented, and the Foreign 
species hitherto kept in drawers owing to want of space 
have received many interesting additions. The birds' eggs 
and nests have always been a popular feature in the Museum, 
and the new method of exhibiting the former has added 
greatly to their attractiveness. 

The re-arrangement of the mineral collection is now 
practically completed and forms an interesting section for the 
general public as well as being of service to the student in 
conjunction with any modern text book. It has been found 
convenient to arrange the specimens under the principal 
element so that all the ores of silver, lead, and iron are together 
rather than to place all the sulphides, oxides, &c, in sequence 
as in text books ; the descriptive and other labels are based 
upon Dana's " System of Mineralogy " (1902) and the British 
Museum Guide to the Mineral Collection, and the aim has 
been to give information interesting to the casual observer in 
addition to technical details for the student. 

The valuable Antarctic birds' skins mentioned in last 
year's report, as having been presented by Engineer-Lieut. 
R.W. Skelton, R.N., of the " Discovery " have been admirably 
mounted and the Emperor Penguin and " chick " are 
conspicuous additions to the case containing this curious group 
of birds. 
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The examples of old silver plate, including the St. Mary's 
Chalice and Costesssey Paten, will shortly be exhibited in the 
Keep as after mature consideration your Committee have been 
able to provide a suitable case for such exhibits. 

A sub-committee has been appointed to consider, the question 
of illustrating the life histories of Insect Pests affecting 
Agriculture, with a view of forming an economic section in the 
Museum, and assisting the Education Committee in the 
direction of Nature Study. 

The Curator received — and special facilities for visiting the 
Museum were given to — the Good Templars ; the Teachers 
of the Deaf ; Delegates to the Martineau Commemoration ; and 
the Incorporated Society of Municipal Engineers. 

The Executors of the late Mr. G. F. Watts, R.A., O.M., have 
notified that two of his oil paintings, studies for "Britomart " 
and " The Court of Death " are to be given to the Museum, but 
they have not yet been received. 

By the generosity of Mrs. Martin Hood Wilkin the Museum 
has been enriched with an extremely valuable collection formed 
by the late Simon Wilkin, of the works of Sir Thomas Browne 
M.D., (1605-1682) the distinguished author of " Religio Medici." 
Included in the collection are the very rare first and second 
unauthorized editions of " Religio Medici " in addition to a MS. 
copy of this work in Sir Thomas Browne's own handwriting ; 
the collection being of the utmost importance to all students 
of Sir Thomas Browne's works. Mr. Chas. Williams, F.R.C.S.E. 
has prepared a carefully compiled catalogue of the books, and 
your Committee wish to record their thanks to him for his kind 
interest iv carrying out Mrs. Wilkin's wishes in the transference 
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of the books to the Museum. The collection will no doubt 
receive further additions, as already Miss Greenhill has given 
several works collected by her late father, Dr. Greenfyill. 

Dr. Chas. Hose, F.R.G.S., British Resident in the Baram 
District of Sarawak, Borneo who in 1902 gave a valuable 
collection of ethnological specimens from that district, as well 
as a number of rare birds skins has now added to the case 
specially set apart for his ethnological specimens in the Keep, 
another collection as well as a number of photographs 
illustrating the use of the various weapons and ornaments 
exhibited which renders the series representative of the 
manners and customs of the tribes inhabiting that part of 
Borneo.

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REPORT. 



The total number of visitors to the Castle Museum during the 
year ending December 31, 1906, was 110,217, a decrease of 7,967 
on the total for the previous year. The amount received by admis- 
sion to the Museum on pay-days and by the sale of Tickets to the 
Battlements and Dungeons of the Castle, including profit on Guides 
and Photographs, was ^231 17s. iod., against ^260 3s. received 
in 1905. The decrease in the number of visitors was doubtless due 
to the exceptionally fine weather experienced during the summer 
months, which made outside resorts more than usually attractive. 
The snowstorm on December 26 (Bank Holiday) accounted for 3 
considerable reduction in the total for the year, as only 229 visitors 
were recorded, against 2,128 on the corresponding day in 1905. 
That the opening of the Museum on Sunday afternoons between the 
hours of 2.30 and 5 p.m. is greatly appreciated is evidenced by 
the fact that the average Sunday attendance in June, July, and 
August was 589, although the gardens of the Right Worshipful the 
Mayor (Mr. Councillor E. T. Boardman, J. P.) and other prominent 
citizens were open to the public. 

Several pictures by deceased artists of the " Norwich School," 
bequeathed to the Museum Art Gallery by Mr. J. J. Colman, 
have been reproduced by Messrs. Jarrold and Sons in a large 
monograph by Mr. W. F. Dickes, who has laboured success- 
fully to give to the world a history of the Norwich School of 
Painters, which has long been a desideratum. The study of the 
school, so singular in the art of England, bristles with difficulties 
for the connoisseur, and it is very gratifying to your Committee to 
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know that the walls of the Art Gallery are adorned with representa- 
tive pictures, so that all may see the genuine and typical work of 
these Norwich artists who have attained lasting fame. Mr. H. S. 
Theobald, K.C., also published a carefully reasoned study of 
" Old Crome, M in which he has described the Museum examples 
of that master's work. 

By the provision of a case, kindly designed by Mr. Alderman 
Boardman, it has been found practicable to safely exhibit in the 
Keep some examples of Early English Hall-marked silver. The 
collection has been much enhanced in value and interest by the 
addition of the plate belonging to the Church of St. Peter Hungate, 
Norwich, which has been lent to the Museum under special 
arrangements by the Churchwardens. The exhibit includes an 
example of the work of Peter Peterson, a famous Norwich gold- 
smith, who died in 1603. The work of the Elizabethan Norwich 
goldsmiths commands a very high price, and in quality of design 
and workmanship is said to equal the best London-made plate of 
that period. 

Another attractive exhibit placed in the Keep is a collection 
of early XVIII. century needlework. The examples comprise an 
exquisitely* worked bridal shirt, infant's face cloth dated 1730, 
and other interesting specimens of hand-worked embroidery and 
tape-work. 

The educational value of the Mineralogical collection has been 
much improved by the acquisition of a number of desiderata 
of service to teachers and others preparing for examinations. 
The rocks have been examined and roughly classified, with 
a view of forming a series to illustrate elementary text-books on 
Petrology. 

The Sub-committee appointed in 1905 to arrange for the forma- 
tion of a section of Economic Zoology has made a commencement 
by obtaining realistic models representative of the damage caused 
to Agriculture by the Chafer-beetles, Strawberry -beetle, Wireworm, 
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and Cabbage-moth. Descriptive labels have been prepared for 
each model, in which the aim has been to explain in as lucid a 
manner as possible the life -histories of these common pests, and also 
to suggest a simple method for their destruction. The Committee 
hope that general interest will be taken in this section, and that it 
may become an important feature of the Museum. 

The Incorporated Society of Musicians held their Annual 
Congress at Lowestoft in January, 1906, and a large party were 
received at the Castle Museum by the Right Worshipful the Mayor,, 
the Sheriff, and the Vice-chairman of the Museum Committee. In 
June the Lincoln Archaeological Society inspected the collections 
under the guidance of the Curator. Sir Henry Howorth, F.R.S., 
an eminent geologist and Trustee of the British Museum, anrf 
M. Seymour de Ricci visited the Museum, and gave valuable 
information respecting the collections. Specimens of Birds of 
Prey in the Gurney Collection were lent for the purpose of study 
to Dr. Hartert, Director of the Hon. Walter Rothschild's Museum 
at Tring. 

The card catalogue of donations, mentioned in last year's 
report as having been commenced, is nearing completion, and forms 
an almost perfect system of reference to the thousands of donations 
received by the Museum since its inauguration in 1825. The cards 
bear a number corresponding to the numbered entry in the donation- 
book, and the specimens are being numbered to correspond, so 
that not only will it be possible to readily find a donation under any 
donor's name, but the original entry may be easily consulted; a 
result which is of great assistance to students and the staff, although 
much careful work yet remains to be accomplished. 

It is a matter of regret that the Norfolk County Council has 
found it necessary to excavate into the Castle mound for the 
purpose of extending the Shirehall. It is, however, hoped that 
the retaining wall will prevent any damage to the Museum 
buildings. 
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Your Committee are pleased to report that the entire collection 
has been kept in excellent condition by the care of the Curator and 
his assistants. 

Among other interesting donations received during the past 
year are : — 

A remarkably well-mounted specimen of Mrs. Gray's Water- 
buck from the swamps of the White Nile, which the donor (Mr. 
Edwd. North Buxton) shot for the Museum by special permission 
of the Egyptian Government. This rare Waterbuck is one of 
the most handsome and striking of all the African water-loving 
Antelopes. Mr. Buxton also presented a number of his " Game 
Trophies/' principally from British East Africa; they are 
-enumerated in the accompanying list of donations. 

Two species of Birds ot Prey, new to the collection, viz.. 
a male and female of the Spot-winged Falcon (Spiziapteryx 
circumcinctus) from Santiago ; and a specimen of Salvin's Hawk 
^Accipiter salvini) from Venezuela, South America, presented by 
Mr. J. H. Gurney. 

A skull of a huge " Killer-Whale " or Grampus, killed off the 
coast of Korea in June, 1905, presented by Mr. Frederick 
Hinger, of Nagasaki.
